eee LONG BEFORE THE FORCE AWAKENS BLASTED OPENING-DAY RECORDS ON DEC. 18, 
director J.J. Abrams was planning to bring fans an even bigger piece of the Star Wars 
galaxy. The Force Awakens digital download (available April 1) and Blu-ray combo pack 
(April 5) will feature five minutes of deleted scenes and hours of in-depth featurettes. 
“Tt was a process that started almost as soon as work on the movie started,” Abrams says. 
“Yowre always thinking about what sort of things will be worth people’s time.” Here are 
some of the extras that definitely deliver.

After Paramount can- 
celed plans to release 
The Little Prince less than 
a week before its March 18 
release date, fans of the 
Antoine de Saint-Exupéry 
classic wondered if 
they'd ever see the film. 
At first, the project 
seemed fast-tracked for 
success. Featuring voice 
work by Jeff Bridges, 
Rachel McAdams, Paul 
Rudd, Marion Cotillard, 
James Franco, and Ricky 
Gervais, it premiered at 
the 2015 Cannes Film 
Festival, earning raves for 
its blend of stop-action 
and CG animation. It 
then grossed more than 
$80 million overseas. 
Still, Paramount quietly 
decided on March 12 to 
nix the Stateside debut. 
“(As it turns out, the much 
anticipated U.S. release 
of this special and unique 
film will have to be antici- 
pated just a little bit 
more,” director Mark 
Osborne (Kung Fu Panda) 
tweeted. Enter Netflix, 
which, on March 17, 
announced it would 
stream the film.

We're literally externalizing 
Elliot’s mentality and his inner 
conflict, Mr. Robot being the 
other half of Elliot,” Esmail 
says. “In the first season, 
because Elliot wasn’t aware, 
there was a mystery about who 
Mr. Robot was and what his 


real motivations were. Now we 
know, so what does that mean? 
What does Elliot really want?” 

Which makes us wonder: 
How does a relationship 
between a man and his imag- 
ined dead father work? From 
the way Esmail describes 
Elliot’s dynamic with 
Mr. Robot, the answer is: 
grudgingly. 

“What you’ve got to under- 
stand is that when Mr. Robot 
and Elliot go at it, he’s really 
going at it with himself,” 
Esmail says. “What I can say is 
that they’re communicating, 
but it’s almost under duress. 
Obviously, Elliot can’t escape 
him, and Mr. Robot doesn’t 
want to leave. It’s a conflict, 
but it’s actually more of an 
impasse that they somehow 
have to negotiate.”

Maisie Williams enters a London 
coffee shop ina thick furry coat and 
plops into a chair, ready to talk. She's 

been out all night, but still has more 
energy than anybody in the room. 
“I'm 18 now, so it’s cool, I'll be out and 
someone's like, ‘Oh my God, you're 
from Game of Thrones! What are 
you doing here?’ I'm like, ‘I live here.” 
In the season 5 finale, Arya was 
struck blind as punishment for 
breaking the rules of the House of 
Black and White, where she’s training 
to become an assassin. Producers 
gave her a choice for achieving the 
blindness effect: wear foggy con- 
tacts or have the special-effects 
team use CGI in postproduction. 
Williams chose contacts since 

it would look more realistic. It's a 
choice that reflects the same level o 
commitment she showed when she 

was cast on the show at only 12 

and opted to learn to sword-figh 
left-handed because that's how 
Arya fights in Martin's books. 

The contacts, it turns out, were a 
huge pain. “And | hate saying tha 
because | hate hearing people 
complain about things like that/” she 
says. “You hear about Jennifer Law- 
rence and her blue paint [in X-Men 
and | remember thinking, ‘That can’ 
hurt’ and now I'm like, ‘Holy s---, I’m 
sorry | ever felt like that’ because 
these little things in your eyes are so 
thick, they're the most painful things 
ever.” Interviewing Williams is like 
talking to somebody who is young 
and old at the same time—not unlike 
her character, just happier—and her 
thoughts go unpredictably deep 
and contemplative. Like when the 
subject of Arya as a feminist comes 
up. “| feel like we should stop calling 
feminists ‘feminists’ and just start 
calling people who aren't feminist 
‘sexist/ and then everyone else is just 
a human,” Williams says. “You are 
either a normal person or a sexist. 
People get a label when they’re bad.” 
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It must be so frustrating for 
Margaery Tyrell—she should be 
winning this thing! Consider: 
Margaery’s got the smarts, the 
family name, and skills both social 
and, yes, sexual. Three times she's 
queued up to be queen, and she’s 
married to the current king (young 
Tommen, played by Dean-Charles 
Chapman), yet tragic circum- 
ances beyond her control keep 
pushing an easy reign beyond her 
grasp. Now she’s at her lowest 
point yet, being imprisoned by the 
Faith Militant while archrival Cersei 
is back at the Red Keep. “We've 
seen Margaery in a lot of sticky 
situations, but she’s never been out 
of her depth,” says Natalie Dormer. 
“She's always given the impression 
of being a step ahead. Now you 
see her genuinely fearful of how to 
handle the situation.” It’s a problem 
that Dormer herself never seems 
to have, with the ultra-confident 
actress juggling perhaps the 
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busiest schedule among the show's 
cast. She's appeared in seven films 
since we met Margaery in season 2, 
including the recent horror thriller 
The Forest, and had a multi- 
episode arc on CBS’ Elementary. 
“In true Natalie Dormer style, | try to 
fit a million projects into a single 
year,” the 34-year-old says breezily. 
Still, the new season will keep her 
busy matching wits with the 

Faith Militant’s leader, the High 
Sparrow (Jonathan Pryce), who is 
possibly the first man Margaery has 
ever met who is immune to her 
charms. She'll have to figure out 
how to handle him if she’s to avoid 
Cersei's fate last season. “The 

walk of shame looms large in 
Margaery’s brain,” Dormer says. “If 
somebody as powerful, savvy, and 
veteran like Cersei can be taken 
down that way...” She doesn't finish 
the thought—either it’s too horrible 
to ponder, or she’s already 

thinking about yet another project. 
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You're about to see a radically trans- 
formed Cersei Lannister. Last year’s 
punishing imprisonment and humil- 
iating walk of shame to the Red 
Keep have changed the queen 
mother. Cersei will be humble, wise, 
cautious, and far more forgiving... 
and if you believe any of that, you 
don’t know her at all. “It’s worsened 
things!” Lena Headey says with a 
wicked grin. “I don’t think she’s 
found any humility. She’s even more 
self-preservatory—she can't believe 
that happened to her, of all people. 
It's fueled her desire for power and 
her desperation to prove that 

she’s somebody worth considering.” 
Headey tells us this at a private 
club in London—which may sound 
fancy, but her chosen venue is a 
homey throwback and she’s dining 
in her yoga gear. She may be the 
least recognizable Thrones star out 
of costume, with her tats and 

black hair. “It’s probably her most 
interesting season,” continues the 
42-year-old, who was nominated for 
an Emmy last year. “Now she really 
has nothing to lose and she has 
everything to gain from a horrible 
position she finds herself in.” Expect 
a reunion between Cersei and her 
brother/lover Jaime, who failed mis- 
erably to bring back their daughter, 
Myrcella (Nell Tiger Free), alive. “Her 
relationship with Jaime is at an all- 
time weird level,” she notes (which 
is really saying something), but if 
the two have any hope of stopping 
the Faith Militant’s power grab, 
they'll have to work together— 
which we haven't really seen since 
the show's first season. “It just 
keeps getting better,” Headey 

says of the new episodes. “It’s juicy, 
and it’s so f---ing dark.”

It’s just a few hours before she’s to be 
named Esquire’s Sexiest Woman Alive, 
and Emilia Clarke is howling like a 
coyote.

Clarke’s coolest trait is one that fans of 
Daenerys the Unburnt have likely never 
seen: her lightning-quick, disarmingly 
goofy sense of humor. (She famously 
performed the funky chicken during 
the most important audition of her life 
when she read for Thrones.) Sitting in 
her trailer, post-howls, the 29-year- 
old—who most recently played Sarah 
Connor in Terminator Genisys—had 
her wit in high gear discussing Dany’s 
latest adventures. 


So when we last saw Dany she was 
being captured by the Dothraki after 
riding off on Drogon. 

It was lovely because you got that 
sweet-and-sour of riding off into the 
distance at last—and then it’s like:

AND YET, AS SPECTACULAR AS THE VIOLENCE SEEMS, 
the take wasn’t perfect. Not perfect enough. And when you’re 
creating the greatest war sequence in the history of Game 
of Thrones, every single person on set is expected to deliver. 

“Who’s new on the shields?!” screams the production’s 
military adviser scornfully at the actors forming one 
army’s defensive line. “No one is! That was s---! The 
shields should not move!” 

Which armies are fighting, you ask? We can’t say. What 
characters are involved? Can’t tell you that. Where is this 
battle taking place? Um, why don’t we talk about you? In 
the name of secrecy, the usual basics of reporting—who, 
what, when, where, why, and how—are being shoved out 
the window like Bran Stark. 

With its upcoming sixth season, the HBO series is firmly 
surpassing the published narrative of George R.R. Martin’s 
five A Song of Ice and Fire novels, and this battle has 
us treading in spoilers as deep as the mud. Showrunners 
David Benioff and Dan Weiss want fans to be just like Jon 
Snow, knowing nothing (oh, and there’s not much we can 
say about him, either, other than “He’s dead”—and we bet 
you've heard that once or twice already?). 

Here is what the producers will say about the new sea- 
son, and it’s rather exciting given their reluctance to use 
hyperbole: “Usually there’s an episode or two we’re kind 
of nervous about, ones that didn’t turn out as well as we 


hoped,” Benioff says. “This season there is not a weak epi- 
sode.... We’re always reluctant to say it’s the ‘best season yet’ 
because so much of that is in the eye of the beholder. But 
that’s my sense—this is the best one we’ve done. And it’s the 
one I’m proudest of, because it was the hardest.” 

Hardest partly because it was the longest Thrones shoot 
yet, including more days spent creating action scenes than 
ever before. The mysterious battle—directed by Miguel 
Sapochnik, who won widespread praise last season for 
staging the Jon Snow vs. White Walkers showdown in “Hard- 
home”—represents the show’s first-ever attempt at doing 
what producers call “a proper battle”; as in, there are hun- 
dreds of human soldiers on one side of a field and another 
army on the other side, with a classical campaign of engage- 
ment that is highly tactical and shown from start to finish. 


You know, Roman army stuff. “We wondered why don’t you 


see more fully fleshed-out battles in movies and TV, then you 
get into the nitty-gritty of what it takes to actually shoot 
these things in a way that isn’t just helter-skelter chaos but 
actually gives you a sense of battle geography and the ebb 
and flow, and you realize why,” Weiss says. 

The battle alone took about a month to shoot, but tally- 
ing how many total “days” Thrones filmed for season 6 isn’t 
that simple because two production units often film in 
different locations at the same time. So some days resulted 
in two days of footage. This season also took the rare step 
of using three units at once. And then, for nearly two insane 
weeks, the team went into unprecedented backbreaking 
overdrive by having four units shooting at the same time. 
The showrunners were able to persuade their crew to go 
along with this by promising they would never ask them to 
do it again. “It isn’t easy and isn’t fun. It’s really hard, but 
everybody rose to the challenge,” Weiss says. 

And the rock slide didn’t help. Early into production, the 
Magheramorne quarry in Northern Ireland, which houses 
the Castle Black set, received so much rain it altered the 
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walls’ “seismic profile,” as experts later euphemistically 
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explained to the producers. “Once people saw the small 


pebbles start to come down that turned into slightly larger 
pebbles, everybody made the group decision to immediately 
step away from the set,” Weiss recounts drily (or as Alliser 
Thorne actor Owen Teale put it: “A piece of rock the size of 
a London townhouse just fell”). Nobody was hurt, but it 
meant having to drastically rework the entire season’s 
byzantine shooting schedule on the fly. 

Yet what really sets season 6 apart is not the show’s 
difficulty—Thrones has never been easy—but that this is the 
first completely secret season. When Martin announced in 
January that his next book, The Winds of Winter, would not 
be released by the time Thrones returns on April 24, the news 
was a silver lining for a production that took giant steps to 
keep its new season under wraps. “People are talking about 
whether the books are going to be spoiled, and it’s really not 
true,” Benioff says. “So much of what we’re doing diverges 
from the books at this point. And while there are certain key 
elements that will be the same, we’re not going to talk so 
much about that and I don’t think George is either. People 
are still going to be very surprised.”

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The extreme secrecy was made more 
urgent when the first four episodes of sea- 
son 5 surfaced online before the series 
premiered last year, not to mention other 
footage that prematurely leaked from 
HBO’s international partners during the 
season. Turns out HBO’s fan-friendly goal 
of making the drama available worldwide on 
the same day for the first time resulted in 
too many assets falling into too many hands. 
“Tt was really painful,” says HBO program- 
ming president Michael Lombardo. “We 
spent a lot of time thinking about it and 
implementing new security plans.” 

And so: Fewer people received scripts 
this season. Press won’t get advance screen- 
ers. HBO’s affiliates worldwide can expect 
to get content much closer to airtime. Even 
internally on the show, the “circle of trust” 
was tightened—code words were routinely 
used to describe certain scenes or charac- 
ters, even by the showrunners themselves. 
“Tt’s like protecting your house,” Benioff 
says. “You make it as hard as possible for 
burglars in hopes they look for some other 
house to burgle, but it’s impossible to ever 
completely secure your house.” Quips 
Weiss: “Go burgle The Walking Dead.” 

Hiding plot points led to a few awkward 
moments with the cast along the way. “So 
we're doing the table read with all the actors 
and [writer-producer] Bryan Cogman is read- 
ing the stage directions,” Benioff recalls, “and 
it gets to this scene where [a character is 
killed off] and the actor goes, ‘Noooo000!!”’ 
We're like, ‘Ah, f---, we forgot to tell them.” 

Just doing interviews with the cast for 
this piece required added caution too. To 
speak to Isaac Hempstead-Wright, whose 
Bran Stark is returning this season after a 
year on the bench, we ended up ina London 
hotel’s cramped computer room so as to 
not be overheard in the crowded lobby. 
While chatting with Alfie Allen (Theon 
Greyjoy) at his dinner club, we suddenly 
halted mid-interview because a waitress 
kept wiping down the fireplace mantel next 
to us. “She’s been cleaning that for a long 
time,” Allen whispered suspiciously. 

Even with the show’s secrecy tactics, 
some spoilers still leaked. “One guy hiked 
18 hours on foot in the middle of Spain’s

La Mancha desert to take pictures,” Weiss 
explains. “Another guy in Northern Ireland 
crawled through the mud and did his own little 
private commando mission.” On the Holly- 
wood spoiler tolerance spectrum, Benioff and 
Weiss rank up there with Star Wars: The Force 
Awakens director J.J. Abrams in their desire to 
keep their mystery box shut, and while their 
dispositions are typically unflappable, the 
leaked images manage to rile. “I just want to 
point out that guy’s an a--hole,” Benioff says of 
one of the paparazzi infiltrators. “You’re not 
cool for doing that, you’re an a--hole.” 
That said: So, um, what is coming this season 
anyway? (Aside from winter.) “Last season we 
left our central characters in huge moments of 
crisis and at their lowest points; this has them 
trying to rebuild their lives,” says Cogman. 
“There are a lot of thematic and explicit call- 
backs to the seasons that preceded this one, 
including season 1, with characters meeting in 
hopefully very unexpected ways. Characters 
who were once rivals are being forced to work together.” 
So here’s what we can tell you: When the season begins, 
Daenerys (Emilia Clarke) struggles as a Dothraki captive, 
which not only returns the braided-and-loinclothed nomadic 
watriors to the show but also depicts their way of life with 
season-6-level production values (the show easily costs 
north of $10 million per episode at this point—not that you'll 
hear HBO complain). Sansa Stark (Sophie Turner) tries to 
escape the clutches of Ramsay Bolton (Iwan Rheon) and 
hopes to reclaim Winterfell. Arya (Maisie Williams) is blind 
and living on the streets of Braavos, where she encounters a 
traveling band of actors putting on a play that depicts a 
skewed version of the Westeros palace intrigue we’ve been

UNBREAKABLE 


KIMMY SCHMIDT sf

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Not to burst your bubble, but 
life on the set of Unbreakable Kimmy 
Schmidt isn’t all babies, kitties, and rain- 
bows. The vibe here at the Brooklyn 
home of Netflix’s charming sleeper com- 
edy about a cult escapee (Ellie Kemper) 
readjusting to the real world is decidedly, 
appropriately grittier: Really, it’s more like 
toddlers (Jane Krakowski’s 4-year-old son, 
Bennett) chasing puppies (Tituss Burgess’ 
new rescue dog, Hans) down neon blue 
and green hallways. 
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Kemper and Tituss Burgess 


Call it the Kimmy Schmidt effect, whereby 
the radiant presence of Kemper’s 30-going- 
on-13 protagonist shines over the buoyant set, 
the cynical-turned-sunny characters, and the 
viewers who made the series a fast favorite 
(and, thanks to its catchy music, an exercise 
in Internet virality) when it debuted on Net- 
flix last March. With the bingeable season 2 
inbound on April 15, the cast and creators are 
relishing the blazing confidence they’ve found 
now that the world has met Tina Fey and 
Robert Carlock’s wild, wonderful creation. 


The show follows the adventures of 
Kimmy Schmidt, a sweet Midwesterner who 
was held captive for 15 years in an under- 
ground cult and escapes to New York City 
stunted and in search of the teenage years 
she missed. Kemper, who gained recogni- 
tion in season 5 of The Office, has never 
headlined a show, let alone one developed 
especially for her by the creators of 30 Rock; 
just as Kimmy is conquering new frontiers, 
so is Kemper acclimating to life as the 
face of a buzzy hit. “It was very hard doing

the show for a year and then not seeing it, 
not knowing how people reacted, not even 
knowing if it would be on TV,” says Kemper, 
35. (Kimmy was slated to air on NBC in 
spring 2015 but was shuffled over to Net- 
flix.) “Coming back for season 2, there’s a 
very motivating, positive feeling knowing a 
tone has been struck that’s resonating with 
people. The first year was kind of like giving 
birth—maybe awkward? And painful? But 
never bloody!” Burgess, who plays Kimmy’s 
stylish diva roommate Titus, offers a differ- 
ent metaphor: “The house is built; now 
you’ve got to go pick out furniture and 
arrange for a housewarming party.” 

The atmosphere on season 2 isn’t quite a 
party but more like a high school gradua- 
tion when you haven’t yet declared a major: 
Kemper’s character has largely left the 
trauma of her childhood abduction in 
the past, and she has nowhere to go but 
forward—quite literally, as a three-month 
time jump in the premiere ignites the sea- 
son with a lightning round of absurd 
scenarios that the first eight episodes will 
build toward (art theft, Santa Claus, and a 
jilted wife all play a role). Kimmy’s contin- 
ued epiphanies about the essence of 
adulthood will manifest in new milestones 
(She gets her learner’s permit...), new 
careers (...to be an Uber driver!), and new 
mistakes—like what happens when she 
pursues a married man. “She has ideas 
about boys that are very teenage and not 
fully formed, but it’s similar to anyone who 
didn’t date in college or come out until 
their 20s,” reasons Kemper. “You're discov- 
ering dating for the first time, and she has 
certain ideas in her head.” 

The season opener also immediately 
resolves last year’s cliff-hangers (like the 
appearance of Titus’—gasp—ex-wife) and 
introduces the overarching theme of 
Kimmy Schmidt’s second outing: Damage 
isn’t limited to those who have been kid- 
napped and held in a bunker. Every main 
character gets their share of illuminating 
flashbacks, like 30 Rock meets Lost by way of 
Sex and the City. “Heading into this season 
knowing that we were on Netflix, we did 
feel like we could play with time more,” 
says co-creator Carlock. “Everyone has 
their past, people have their ‘bunkers.’ 
[Tina and I] wanted a show that was about 


how what’s happened to you before plays 
out now and what it does to your ability to 
find happiness and success in the future.” 

For some, the past offers something to 
be recaptured: Nutjob landlady Lillian 
(Carol Kane) will combat gentrification and 
try to restore her beloved neighborhood to 
its former glory, while Krakowski’s recently 
divorced socialite Jacqueline stoops to new 
lows to regain the highs of the wealth and 
social status she lost in her divorce. 

For Titus, whose escape from Mississippi 
is explored in the season premiere, his jour- 
ney is one of reinvention: A promising love 
story will dominate his arc this year, thanks 
toa lucky gentleman (whom viewers briefly 
met in season 1) who gets the outlandish 
wannabe superstar to strip away those 
emotional pashminas. “We learn why Titus 
puts up such a fight, why there’s a guard to 
keep people from getting into the Emerald 
City,” says Burgess. “It’s so strange to 
watch him put someone else’s feelings first, 
and that’s been a bit of recalibrating that I 
didn’t anticipate. You catch glimpses of him 
and you go, ‘Oh! There’s actually somebody 
living inside of this emperor.’” 

But it’s still Kimmy, the show’s optimis- 
tic heartbeat, who will once again endure 
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Kemper and

“Work From Home’ —hut can THHARMONY hecome the female One Direction?

A RECENT CLOUDY DAY IN LOS ANGELES, 
Fifth Harmony are crammed together in the 
back of an SUV. It’s been a chaotic day for 
the women—Ally Brooke Hernandez, 


Camila Cabello, Dinah Jane Hansen, Nor- 
mani Kordei, and Lauren Jauregui—as 
they’ve been speeding around for interviews 
to promote their new single “Work From 
Home.” Just minutes before, they made 
their way through their hotel lobby, obliging 
eager Harmonizers with selfies. One of 
those fans was wearing a Britney Spears 
T-shirt. And it’s a fitting sight considering 
the pop star was a judge on the season of 
The X Factor that introduced the quintet— 
and also because when Spears released her 
debut single, “...Baby One More Time,” in 
1998, the average age of the Fifth Harmony 
members was 2 years old. 

These days, the 
22, and like Spears before them, they’ve 


adies range from 18 to 


already lived a couple of pop lifetimes. If 


you don’t know who Fifth Harmony are, 
well, Dad, that’s understandable, but you 
definitely know their songs. The group’s 
2015 single “Worth It”—the one with that 
squeaky saxophone hook—was the sum- 
mer’s inescapable radio hit and reached No. 
12 on Billboard’s Hot 100. And last month 
they returned with “Work From Home,” the 
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lead single off their upcoming album. The 
track has become an instant hit: 40 million 
Spotify streams, heavy rotation on Top 40 
radio, and a slick video featuring sultry cho- 
reography and buff construction workers. 

Yet in the back of the SUV with the 
women, you wouldn’t know they’re huge 
stars. They modestly insist that dancing—a 
desired trait for many of our pop icons—is 
a new skill for them. Eternally optimistic 
Dinah claims she has three left feet, while 
Camila insists she’s the only Cuban on 
Earth who can’t dance. As contestants on 
The X Factor in 2012, Fifth Harmony are the 
very definition of a prefab group. Sure, that 
term sounds judgy, but the women are now 
trying to answer the same question that’s 
faced every made-for-TV group since the 
Monkees: How do you transition into art- 
ists with a capital A? That answer might lie 
in their new album, 7/27, out in May. Like 
everything that’s in the works in mass cul- 
ture nowadays, it is sealed behind a veil of 
NSA-style secrecy. But the group promises 
it’s a clearer vision for what Fifth Harmony 
are—and will become. “We’ve had a lot 
more creative say,” says Normani. Ally 
agrees: “People will get a deeper insight 
into what we are.” 

What are they, anyway? One way to find 
out more about their personalities might be 
to ask about their favorite Disney movie, 
superhero, and Beyoncé song. The ladies are 
game to share. Ally’s decisive: Beauty and the 
Beast, Batman, and “Love on Top.” Lauren 
goes for Alice in Wonderland, Black Widow, 
and “Baby Boy.” Dinah stumps for The Lion 
King, Wolverine, and “If I Were a Boy,” while 
Camila vouches for Peter Pan and Iron 
Man—and declares “Irreplaceable” one of 
the all-time female-empowerment songs. 
Normani, however, weighs the question with 
LSAT-level precision. “Mary Poppins, defi- 
nitely. Tarzan: He was raised by a different 
species, but it worked out for him. And 
Princess and the Frog, because that’s home for 
me. New Orleans, the beignets, the bayou.” 
Her favorite superhero: Storm or Catwoman. 
“As long as it’s Halle Berry, I’m down,” she 
says. As for a Beyoncé track, she chooses 
“Formation.” “It’s real-life things she’s talk- 
ing about, not just shaking her butt.” 

When it comes to discussing their new 
album, Fifth Harmony are much more 


guarded, but they are confident it marks an 
evolution from their previous work. “I think 
on [2015s] Reflection, and since we got off 
X Factor, we tried to establish what best rep- 
resented us,” says Camila. “The main thing 
for us was having a ballad,” adds Ally. “We 
didn’t really have a slower song in Reflection. 
It’s something we all fought for. Finally, 
[fans] get to hear a more vulnerable side.” 
Despite the talk of vulnerability, Fifth 
Harmony have impressively weathered 
the rigors of Internet-age teen fame—they 
have a combined 9 million followers on 
Twitter—and they wax philosophical 
about dealing with the perils of fan rage. 
“Tf they don’t know you personally, don’t 
take it personal,” says Lauren, who has 
the strangest social-media story of anyone 
in the group by far. Recently, on Twitter,

It’s been two years since Broad 
City made the jump from 

Web series to cable TV. How 

has making the show changed 
for you over time? 

ABBI In that first season, we were 
all kind of learning it together. It 
was an intensive college degree 
in television writing. 

ILANA In season 3, we learned 
from looking back at the last two 
seasons that we can have who- 
ever we want in our room, we can 
divide up the writers exactly how 
we want. And we also realized 
that writing is the worst part! 
Before, we were like, “It’s alla 
learning experience!” And then 
were like, “No, this is so hard.” 
This year, in the third season, 
writing was the hardest, and 
shooting was the funnest. 
ABBI | think you can see that in 
the episodes. 
ILANA That second-act break 
in the “Co-Op” episode, with 
Abbi falling in the beans, is the 
hardest I've ever, ever laughed 
at our show. 
ABBI When she saw it in the edit, 
llana could not stop. 
ILANA | cried. | was holding my 
crotch, because | was, like, pee- 
ing. That was the hardest I’ve ever 
laughed at Broad City. Paul W. 
Downs, who plays [Abbi’s boss] 
Trey on the show, was saying that 
somebody asked him, “What's 
your advice for act breaks?” And 
he said: “Scream.” [Laughs] We 
are always, like, screaming and 
falling and s---ting. 

ABBI Or farting. 


ILANA Yes. Scream, fall, or fart.

When you have special guests, 
does it take a while for them to 
nail the tone of the show? 

ABBI It’s true with how fast we 
go, because we're still pretty low- 
budget. But we adapt to them 
also. We don’t push them into 
what we do. 

ILANA We do have to recalibrate. 
This is such a huge deal for us; 
we've never worked on other TV 
shows. And we're like, “Here's 
your director's chair!” 

ABBI “What do you want for 
lunch? Guys! Get her a salad! 
Get the menus! See what they 
carry, we only have an hour!” 
ILANA We, like, buy the person 
lunch. We're just so desperate 

to please. 

ABBI The little things can make 
someone happy. You're not 
getting a big trailer on our show. 
ILANA They have a tiny trailer! 
ABBI They get alittle sliver of a 
piece of a trailer. And bathrooms? 
ILANA This is the first year we get 
trailers, and they were really tiny. 
ABB! And people are all like, “Why 
do you need them? To call each 
other from the trailers?” 


One big guest this season is 
Hillary Clinton. 

ILANA Can you believe it, Ray? 
ABBI Ray can't believe it. 


I can! But how was the 
experience? 

ABBI It was so bizarre! We have 
all these crazy guest stars, really 
amous people—people from 
all walks of life. But it was such 
a different experience. That's a 
world we are not a part of. It 
just felt like, This feels different. 
There were Secret Service 
people! It was nuts. It elevated 
he show so much to have 

her as a part of it. 


How much solo time did you 
guys get with her? What'd you 
talk about? 

ILANA Zero. 

ABBI Wewent in and met in 
between setups, and we chatted 
alittle about Sex and the City. 
Cynthia Nixon is in the episode as 
well, so we were talking about that. 
ILANA We poorly chatted. She 
had a whole team there, and we 
didn’t know what to say, you 
know?

And she was very 
excited by that. 


We pictured Miranda. 
We just picture how Miranda 
has been living the past 10 years, 
since the show ended. To us, 
Miranda could be doing that. 
Miranda totally would be. 


Vanessa Williams guest-starred 
this season as a wealthy investor 
who doesn’t understand anything 
you guys are saying, but she 
knows that it’s cool and market- 


able. Is that reflective of your 
experience in show business? 

There's a couple levels to 
this. First of all, we are Vanessa 
Williams. We asked a 23-year-old. 
| just said what this 23-year-old 
told us. 
ABB! Genevieve does our social 
media. We just asked her about 
the Internet, and she went on this 
rant literally about [the popular 
show] Salad Fingers. 

We just transcribed [our 
conversation] so my character 
says everything she did. 


ABB! And she looked at us like, 
“You guys don't know this?” 

And we were like, “Whatcha 
talking about, Genevieve?” [Laughs] 
| knew some of the stuff, though. | 
know [the website] eBaum’s World.

But that didn’t stop Star Wars fan Ke 
Carlock from inviting The Force Awakens 
actress Daisy Ridley to accompany him to a 
Davidson College dance with a rap video he 
posted on YouTube in February: “Daisy, 
you’re cooler than Leia and Padme before 
her/I’'d give you more than quarter portions 
for your parts from star destroyers.” Just 
last week, he got a reply—Ridley, posting on 
Instagram, had to politely decline. 

Not so long ago, the idea that a college 
student could invite the star of the third- 
highest-grossing movie in history to his 
spring formal and expect—require, maybe?-— 
a response would have been unthinkable. To 
be famous was to be distant. The celebrities 
of Hollywood’s golden age were stars in the 
literal sense: Their light shined upon audi- 
ences from impossible miles away. Fans 
glimpsed actors in films, then on TV; 


watched musicians on stage; read their thoughts in magazine inter- 
views. Centuries of religious practice prepared fans for this one- 
way relationship—God speaks through intermediaries too. 

Now God is in your pocket. If you like a living actor, a filmmaker, 
a musician, or a writer—anyone, really—you can pull out your cell 
phone and probably see what he or she might be doing or thinking, 
or pretending to think. And you can send your thoughts right back 
to them. “Social media has fundamentally changed what fandom 
is,” says Jeetendr Sehdev, a professor of marketing at USC who 
studies the intersection between celebrity and social media. “It has 
imbued the fans themselves with so much more power. Their voice 
is becoming equal to the celebrity’s voice.” 

When did everything change? Right about 2009. In January of 
that year, Ashton Kutcher joined Twitter. Three months later, Vin 
Diesel joined Facebook. Novelist Jennifer Weiner noticed a shift 
then also—one that coincided with the season 13 finale of The 
Bachelor. “It was Jason Mesnick’s season,” she says. “Jason is torn 
between two lovers, and he’s standing on his hotel balcony weep- 
ing. I log in to Facebook, and I post: Jason Mesnick is such a tool.’ 
And I get 700 comments in five minutes.” 

Then came One Direction, the first true phenomenon of the social- 
media generation. The rabidly devoted fans of the pop superstars fol- 
lowed their every move online, with some even hoping/dreaming/ 
insisting that Harry Styles and Louis Tomlinson were in love. Ina 
video interview in 2011, Styles said, “My first real crush was Louis 
Tomlinson.” Tomlinson later tweeted: “Always in my heart @Harry_ 
Styles. Yours sincerely, Louis.” It was retweeted more than 2 million 
times. As of last year, it was the second-most-retweeted message in 
history, behind the Internet-breaking Ellen DeGeneres Oscars selfie. 

Remember that selfie? The one from 2014 with virtually all of 
the planet’s most unbelievably famous people—Julia Roberts, 
Brad Pitt, Jennifer Lawrence, Angelina Jolie, Meryl Streep, Bradley 
Cooper, Channing Tatum, Kevin Spacey, and Lupita Nyong’o 
(plus her brother, Peter)? It served as the selfie’s apex and its 
crossover moment as the currency of celebrity culture. For fans 
these days, the selfie is the defining piece of iconography, one that 
finally has replaced the archaic autograph. 

Not everyone has welcomed the change. Mark Strong, who 
recently starred on Broadway in A View From the Bridge, saw it 
happen with the fans waiting outside his stage door each night. “In 
the old days, people would come back and say, ‘Thanks very much, 
love your work,’” he says. “And then it became ‘Can I have your 
autograph, please?’ And then ‘Can I have a selfie with you?’ And now 
it has graduated to ‘Can I have a hug?’ But that goes into personal 
territory. I’m always very kind and tell them, ‘I’m flattered, but I’d 
rather just sign your program, if you don’t mind.” 

Since fans “know” celebrities from social media, an in-person selfie 
request feels natural, according to Sehdev. “The expectations of fans 
toward celebrities are very different,” he says. “Now fans own celebri- 
ties. They have an equity stake in them. They’ve discovered them.” 
This sense of ownership explains why fans feel so emboldened to 
approach stars. They aren’t celebrities; they are our celebrities.”

And when speaking to our celebrities, fans 
often feel free to say whatever’s on their 
minds. Love and hate can be expressed at 
equal volumes, something that Lost show- 
runner Damon Lindelof experienced first- 
hand during the reign of his knotty ABC 
mystery series. He took plenty of heat from 
viewers who felt dissatisfied with the direc- 
tion of the show. “I loved Twitter,” says 
Lindelof—past tense, because he left in 2013. 
“Pve shifted into a modality of liking some 
distance between me and the people who 
make the stuff that I love.” With his current 
HBO series The Leftovers, he prefers physical 
interactions at fan events. “In person, there’s 
a give-and-take. I’m seeing your face. Twitter, 
who knows who’s saying what?” 

Camila Cabello, a singer in the platinum- 
selling music sensation Fifth Harmony, has 
seen both sides of that give-and-take. Like 
many 19-year-olds, Cabello once had a Twitter 
fan account for One Direction. Unlike many 
19-year-olds, she’d celebrated her 18th birth- 
day with Taylor Swift. But she can still 
remember life before fame. “I was on the 
other side of the wall,” she says. 

Recently, after feeling upset about things 
she was reading online, she deleted all 
social-media applications from her phone. 
“There’s a quote I really like,” she says. 
“Tmagine youre walking around, and there 
are 300 people following you telling you 
their opinions of every single thing you do. 


You wouldn’t be able to take another step. 
“The tattoos are endless. They've 
been of my face, a lot of quotes 
from my book.... But for the show, 
a lot of people have tattooed

As every Batman story must, Dawn of 
Justice opens with a flashback to Bruce 
Wayne’s defining childhood trauma: the 
murder of his parents. While we’ve all seen 
this tragedy rendered before, whether in the 
panels of a comic or on screen, Snyder gives 
it the haunting visual power of a primal myth. 
And the good news is, Ben Affleck is a solid 
successor to Christian Bale, even if he’s a 
better Bruce Wayne than Batman. His innate 
air of cockiness syncs up perfectly with 
Wayne’s spoiled playboy-scion persona. 

The movie kicks off with the twin cities 
of Gotham and Metropolis trying to make 
sense of the destructive arrival of Super- 
man (the film picks up on the heels of 
2013’s Man of Steel). As Henry Cavill’s 
square-jawed hero grapples with his role as 
a protector of both mankind and Amy 
Adams’ Lois Lane, Affleck’s brooding vigi- 
lante (along with confidant Alfred, now 
played by Jeremy Irons) wrestles with the 
question of whether Superman is a friend 
or foe. Enter Jesse Eisenberg’s Lex Luthor 
to manipulate our dueling heroes’ anxieties 
and play both sides against the middle, 
pitting them against each other. 

I get that this mano a supermano story 
line is a sacred text among comic-book 
aficionados, but Dawn of Justice doesn’t do 
the tale any favors. It’s overstuffed, confus- 
ing, and seriously crippled by Eisenberg’s 
over-the-top performance. As the megalo- 
maniac tech mogul hell-bent on bringing our 
heroes to their knees, the actor is a grating 
cartoon of manic motormouth tics. He might 
as well be wearing a buzzing neon sign 
around his neck that says “Crazy Villain.” (If 
you don’t want to know anything more 
about his nefarious plot, stop reading.)

IT’S BEEN 1% YEARS SINCE WE FIRST MET 
> the overbearing, Windex-worshipping 

Portokalos family, as ugly duckling Toula 
(Nia Vardalos) tied the knot with vegetarian WASP 
Ian (John Corbett) in My Big Fat Greek Wedding. 
Now Vardalos is revisiting—and recycling—the 
movie, which earned her an Oscar nomination for 
Best Original Screenplay, with a harmless but 
forgettable sequel. 

As the title suggests, most of the action revolves 
around nuptials. This time, Toula’s parents (Michael 
Constantine and Lainie Kazan) discover after more 
than 50 years of not-so-wedded bliss that their mar- 
riage certificate is invalid. The entire family rallies to 
legally bind its matriarch and patriarch, while Vardalos 
stuffs the rest of her screenplay with shallow plotlines, 
from Toula’s moody daughter (Elena Kampouris) 
wanting to go to college far from home to Toula and 
Ian’s attempts to revitalize their marriage. 

Vardalos sticks as close to her original script as 
possible, lifting lines and re-creating entire sequences 
from the first film. It’s not a bad strategy; after all, 
the original is the highest-grossing rom-com, domes- 
tically, of all time. But the winking ethnic jokes 
weren’t all that revolutionary in the first film, and 
this time around, they feel even more stale. With the 
original, Vardalos and Corbett’s easygoing chemistry 
and the charm of Toula’s slightly insane but loving 
family pushed My Big Fat Greek Wedding to sleeper 
success. But the 2016 edition feels more like the 
short-lived, ill-received TV spin-off My Big Fat Greek 
Life: overly broad and ultimately unfunny. The result

The Path struggles to keep Eddie’s pre- 
dicament believable, and it makes a ques- 
tionable choice in episode 2 to clarify some 
of his mysterious experience for viewers. 
But creator Jessica Goldberg and exec pro- 
ducer Jason Katims (both late of Parent- 
hood) generate enough twists and 
resonances to keep you engaged.

DANNY MASTERSON This show started 
with the premise of the great out- 
doors, with me as a Wall Street 
guy coming back to help him run 
his ranch. Then when Kutcher was 
putting us together with [execu- 
ive producers Jim Patterson and 
Don Reo from Two and a Half 
Men], they went more toward the 
brother-father relationship. 
KUTCHER We ended up on my porch 
having a whiskey one night.... And 
we landed on this idea of an Archie 
Bunker archetype, that patriarch 
hat was stuck [in his] small-town 
values and then bumps up against 
his sons, who saw the world ina 


slightly different way. Most of the 
shows you see about rural life, 
they’re making fun of those char- 
acters.

Unlike Bieber, though, he 
doesn’t sound particularly interested in 
pushing pop’s boundaries or dissecting the 
vagaries of his own fame. Instead, he tends 
to keep his lyrical focus exactly where 
you’d expect any 23-year-old’s to be: on 
good girls, bad girls, hard-to-get girls, 
and the partying and videogames that fill 
the rare downtime in between. With 1D 
now on permanent hiatus, there will 
almost certainly be other solo—and 
possibly bigger and better—Directions to 
follow soon.

She did turn out to be tenacious, though 
not exactly in the way she had pictured: 


Long hours spent entertaining herself as a 
child in her physics-teacher father’s work 
space piqued Jahren’s interest in science, 
and her housewife mother’s unhappiness 
propelled her to pursue higher education 
all the way to a UC Berkeley Ph.D. Today, 
she’s an internationally renowned geo- 
biologist with three Fulbrights, her own 
world-class laboratory at the University of 
Hawaii, and a Wikipedia page longer and 
starrier than most U.S. senators’. 

Lab Girl is her warm, witty recounting of 
the near half century of adventures, set- 
backs, and detours that brought her from 
there to here. But even more than that, it’s 
a fascinating portrait of her engagement 
with the natural world: Alternating per- 
sonal anecdotes with brief chapters that 
read like especially pithy TED Talks—no 
doubt honed by years of teaching easily 
bored undergrads—she investigates every- 
thing from the secret life of cacti to the tiny 
miracles encoded in an acorn seed, stud- 
ding her observations with memorable 
sentences like “You may think a mushroom 
is a fungus. This is exactly like believing 
that a penis is a man.” 

Also central to the book is her friendship 
with an eccentric colleague named Bill who 
becomes her best friend, botanical soul 
mate, and (sometimes literal) partner in 
crime. Her accounts of their ongoing dia- 
logues can feel more clumsy than pro- 
found, but Jahren’s singular gift is her 
ability to convey the everyday wonder of 
her work: exploring the strange, beautiful 
universe of living things that endure and 
evolve and bloom all around us, if we 
bother to look. A- @@

By Helen Simonson | paces 473 | cenre Novel 


Review By Maya Stanton @MayaStanton 


b> WHEN BEATRICE NASH ARRIVES IN THE 

seaside town of Rye, England, with her bicycle 

and books in tow, her father has recently 
died, and WWI is imminent. She’s been hired to teach 
Latin at the village school by Agatha Kent, an upstand- 
ing local woman with firmly held beliefs about gender 
and social equality who—along with her nephews— 
befriends the lonely teacher. Beatrice soon dives into 
village life, with all of its quirks and frustrations, and 
it’s a rude awakening for a young woman with a liberal 
upbringing. Accustomed to intellectual work and some 
measure of autonomy, she chafes at the provincial 
attitudes of the time: She’s not trusted to handle her 
own finances or to have the fortitude to discipline 
her charges the way a male teacher might; she’s on the 
road to spinsterhood at age 23 but still too young and 
pretty to be taken seriously. 

As Beatrice is faced with these narrow views on the 
role and value of women, she’s forced to examine her 
personal history and acknowledge a difficult truth or 
two; the author allows her protagonist the strength for 
genuine self-reflection, and her resulting clarity is 
refreshingly honest. Within the framework of a war- 
time love story, Simonson captures the contradictions 
of small-town life perfectly: the idyllic pastimes, the 
overly involved neighbors, the hints at secrets and 
unspoken truths. Her tale’s conclusion might be tele- 
graphed from the opening pages, but thanks to a lively 
tone and sympathetic (though broadly sketched) 
characters, the journey is a thoroughly enjoyable, 
addictively readable one.
